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The  Bureau  of  Land  Management  is  responsible  for  the  stewardship  of  our  public  lands.  It  is  committed  to  manage,  protect,  and  improve  these 
lands  in  a  manner  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  American  people  for  all  times.  Management  is  based  on  the  principles  of  multiple  use  and  sustained 
yield  of  our  nation's  resources  within  aframework  of  environmental  responsibility  and  scientific  technology.  These  resources  include  recreation; 
rangelands;  timber;  minerals;  watershed;  fish  and  wildlife;  wilderness;  air;  and  scenic,  scientific,  and  cultural  values. 
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INTRODUCTION 


As  noted  in  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management's  Partners  Against  Weeds 
Action  Plan  (PAW),  one  of  the  BLM's  highest 
priorities  is  maintaining  or  restoring 
ecosystem  health.  To  help  achieve  that,  the 
BLM  is  addressing  a  growing  problem  on 
our  Nation's  lands:  noxious  weeds. 

In  1985,  we  estimated  that  2.5  million  acres 
of  Bureau  of  Land  Management  land  were 
infested.  Ten  years  later,  that  figure  has 
risen  to  about  9  million  acres  infested, 
almost  quadruple  the  amount  in  1985. 

By  the  year  2000,  without  dramatic  action, 
we  expect  that  figure  to  double,  to  about  19 
million  acres  nationally.  And  that  is  only  on 
public  lands  managed  by  BLM.  Weeds 
respect  no  administrative  boundaries. 

The  BLM  estimates  that  on  average,  about 
2,300  new  BLM  acres  are  being  infested 
with  noxious  weeds  every  day.  That  figure 
jumps  to  an  average  of  about  4,600  acres  of 
new  infestations  a  day  when  lands 
managed  by  other  Federal  agencies  are 
included. 

Yearly,  that's  about  1.7  million  acres — an 
area  larger  than  the  state  of  Delaware — of 
new  infestations  on  Federal  lands. 

A  wide  variety  of  people  who  are  either 
involved  in  spreading  weeds  or  can  detect 
and/ or  control  weeds  must  be  involved. 
Hunters,  hikers,  fishermen,  boaters  and 
rafters,  livestockmen,  school  children, 
utility  companies,  forest  managers  and  land 
management  agency  employees  all  need  to 
participate.  Effective  communications  and 
outreach  activities  will  be  a  key  to  the 
BLM's  success  in  the  fight  against  noxious 
weeds  for  years  to  come. 
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ABOUT  THIS  PLAN 


This  plan  outlines  national-level 
communication  and  outreach  efforts  for 
noxious  weeds  on  public  lands.  It 
supplements  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management's  Partners  Against  Weeds 
Action  Plan  (January  1996).  It  is  meant  to 
help  reach  BLM's  overall  goal  of  preventing 
and  controlling  the  spread  of  noxious 
weeds  on  public  lands  by  outlining  specific 
outreach,  education  and  communications 
goals,  objectives,  key  customers,  and 
actions.  As  with  the  PAW  plan,  the  BLM 
believes  working  cooperatively  with  other 
organizations  and  agencies  whenever 
possible  to  implement  actions  will  increase 
everyone's  success.  States  are  encouraged 
to  develop  state-specific  plans  or  activities 
that  meet  the  goal  and  objectives  of  this 
plan. 

The  key  customers  are  divided  into  two 
major  groups — internal  and  external 
customers.  They  are  then  broken  into 
logical  categories.  There  are  specific 
objectives  for  each  group  of  customers  and 
each  should  receive  the  same  type  of  key 
messages  and  materials.  Specific  actions  are 
geared  to  each  customer.  While  there  may 
well  be  actions  and  messages  that  can  be 
used  with  other  customers,  the  need  to  use 
our  resources  efficiently  dictates  that  these 
initial  messages  and  actions  serve  as  our 
priorities.  This  plan  covers  actions  that  will 
be  accomplished  this  calendar  year.  Other, 
longer-range  actions  identified  during  the 
comment  period  will  be  incorporated  when 
this  plan  is  updated  for  next  fiscal  year. 

A  guiding  principle  of  this  plan  is  that  all 
materials  developed  should  convey  one  or 
more  of  the  key  messages  for  the  intended 
audience,  which  should  help  us  meet  the 
overall  goal.  Beyond  that,  creativity  and 
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initiative  will  be  paramount  to  the  success 
of  the  Bureau's  efforts  to  educate  the  public 
and  communicate  the  urgency  of  the 
noxious  weed  problem  on  public  lands. 
Materials  geared  toward  specific  audiences 
cited  in  the  plan  will  be  provided  to  field 
offices  as  they  are  developed.  If  you  would
